West Virginia probably will be giv- 
en time to show cause why a writ 
should not be issued. Re-opening o£ 
the case may result, as West Vir- 
-jiina has offset claims it desires to 
present. 


Virginia's petition, presented to- 


day by Attorney General Pollard and 
others, chaiges that West Virginia 
is temporizing in respect to the su- 
preme court's decree, given in 1915, 
and does not intend to provide for 
payment of the judgment within the 
near future Therefore the court is 
asked to order the West Virginia 
senate and house of delegates forth- 
with and at the present session of 
the legislature to levy a tax upon 
the property within 
West Virginia 


sufficient to provide for the payment 
of the decrees and judgments, with 
iterest. 


With an alternative, the petition 


asks that the present legislation is- 
3ue bonds to meet the Virginia judg- 
ment.

How to Utilize a Castoff Feather Bed 


by Making Pillows of It. 


A few women are fortunate in hav- 


ing inherited a number of old bed pil- 
lows and bolsters, and there is nothing 
like old fashioned feathers for dividing 
up into filling for sofa pillows while 
they last. These feathers can always 
be put" together again for bed use if 
needed, and meanwhile they might just 
as well be nsed for sofa pillows as to 
be laid away in the storeroom. 


However, not every one is so fortu- 


nate as to have accumulated the feath- 
ered'bed coverings of her ancestors, 
and then it is found that to buy new- 
feathers is expensive. The cheaper pil- 
lows bought ready made are filled with 
cotton or -with soft clippings from lin- 
en and cotton rags, and a good home- 
made filling for a pillow may be made 
by cutting a roll of cotton into small 
squares and heating them in a pan in 
the oven for half an hour, taking care 
not to let the cotton scorch.
